Every 
State and Territory in the Union is 
represented and the roll showed the 
fullest attendance of delegates in the 
history of the organization. The 
opening address of the Commander- 
in-Chief was listened to in rapt atten- 
tion.

The Commander-it-Chief closed his 
address with a feeling reference to the 
observance of Memorial Day and the 
high principles which actuate the G. 
A. R. The declaration of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief in favor of the es- 
tablishment of departments of the G. 
A. R. for negro veterans created a de- 
cided sensation. The whites of Lou- 
isiana and Mississippi are overjoyed at 
bis recommendations. 

Reports of other officers of the staff 
were presented and spread before the 
encampment. The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s report for the period ending 
June 30, 1891, as far as returns re- 
ceived, shows 45 departments, with 
7,409 posts and 398,067 comrades in 
good standing. The sum expended 
in charity as reported for the year 
ending June 30, 1891, is $334,000. The 
total number of deaths for the year is 
5,530. 

The Quartermaster General's report 
showed assets of $25,000. The report 
of the Grant Monument Fund showed 
it augmented but $237 81 during the 
past year. The Inspector General’s 
report, after detailing the condition of 
the order, says in conclusion: Our 
comrades in stronger and more pros- 
perous departments should not be for- 
getful of the necessities of those in 
weaker and less favored territories and 
should assist and encourage them in

The report of the Judge Advocate 
Geueral derives its chief interest from 
his decision on the vexed race ques- 
tion. As his conclusions differ from 
the recommendations of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, the dispute is only 
further complicated. His decision is 
as follows: 

“The question. proposed is whether 
there can lawfully be two departments 
covering the same territory at tke 
same time; for instance, a depart- 
ment made up white posts and an- 
other of black posts, or one of foreign 
born and another of native born. I 
think the question must be answered 
in the negative. The idea is contrary 
to the usages and universal under- 
standing of the order hitherto. If 
additional departments in States¢may 
be formed on lines of color and birth, 
they may be on liues of personal an- 
tipathies, or upon disagreements of 
any kind. But without adverting fur- 
ther to obvious evils likely to follow 
from establishing rival departments 
in any State, it is enough that it is 
clear, and the regulations do not pro- 
vide for nor warrant the establisment | 
of but one department in any State or 
Territory.”

Syracuse, Aug. 5.— The Grand 
Opera House, with its seating capac- 
ity of over twenty-five hundred, w 
packed to the ceiling this morning 
when Hon. W. A. McAlpin called to 
order the annual convention of the 
State League of Republican Clubs.

„We hereby agree during the sea- 
son of 1891 that we will abstain from 
exhibiting at any and all county and 
State or other similar expositions.’’ 

The reason given for this step is 
that manufacturers have come tp the 
conclusion that thousknds of dollars 
are spent in this kind of advertising, 
and, while it qoes toward supporting 
the fairs, it brings no return to them.

The assessment of railroads for 
the coming fiscal year Was com- 
pleted yesterday afternoon. Much 
pressure was brought to bear upon 
the State Board of Equalization 
buring the past several weeks by 
railroad attorneys and Directors, 
all making a good showing iu or- 
der to be assessed at the minimum 
of value of their respective roads. 

The represented increase of as- 
sessment over last year was made 
in nine roads, namely: Sav Fran- 
cisco and Northern Pacific, $100,- 
000; Nevada, California and Ore- 
gon, $10,000 ; Northern California, 
$100,000; Southern Pacific, $500,- 
000; South Pacific Coast, $25,000; 
Southern California, $100,000; At- 
lantic and Pacific, $35,000; Pullman 
Palace Car Company, quarter in- 
terest, $151,250; Pullman Palace 
Car Company, exclusive, $34,098, 

Total assessment of all roads, 
$41,414,000, an increase of $1,215,- 
348 over last year. 

The following are names of the 
roads and assessed amounts: dan 
Francisco and North Pacific, 81, 
750,000; North Pacific Coast, 8365, 
000; Nevada County, $90,000; Ne- 
vada, California and Oregon, $94, 
000; Carson and Colorado, $230, 
Pacific Coast, $380,000; California 
and Nevada, $5,000; Pajaro Valley 
$60,000; Gualala River, $50,000; 
California Pacific, $2,500,000; Cen- 
tral Pacific, $1,300,000; Northern 
California, %#225,000; Northern 
Railway, $8,000,000 ; Southern Pa- 
cific, $15,500,000; Southern Pacific 
Coast, 1,800,000; Southern Cali- 
fornia, $2,500,000; Atlantic and 
Pacific, rolling stock, $120,000 ;

The increase of $500,000 on the 
Southern Pacific is the result of 
new roads built by the company.

SOUTHERN HUMBOLDT. 


The Big Flume in Spring Valle 
Nearly Completed. 

The Silver State of the 4th says, 
that work is progressing steadily on 
the flume which is to be used to con- 
vey the water of Indian Creek into 
Spring Valley to work placers. The 
distance from the head of Indian 
Creek tothe reservoir site is three 
miles.

He set 
al, it in 1840. Alone, in an open 
| sta’, with no outfit except his rifle and 
his drawing instruments,, Le traveled 
thousands of miles. When his rifle 
filial to,bring him necessary food be 
puinted pietures and exhibited them to 
mage inohey enough to buy food and re- 
plenish his materials. 

For more than a year he lived in this 
way, and when his preparatory draw- 
ines were done he erected a building in 
Louisville, where they were transferred 
to canvas and first exhibited. The 
artists ambition was realized. The 
painting was the largest ever made, 
and, complete, it covered three miles 
of canvas. It was one of the wonders 
of U dlay. after the people heard about 
it, aud was exhibited in many cities of 
this country and abroad, attracting 
mucis.atitention. 

Aiter a series: of exhibitions in Eu- 
rope the artist traveled extensively in 
Asia and Africa and painted many pic- 
tures which were exhibited. Among 
thete was a panorama called Pictures 
and Poetry of Palestine,” and another 
composed of three pietures, First Bat- 
tle-Tield of History,” Siege of Jcrusa- 
lem—Destruction of the Temple,” and 
“Ruins of Edom.” 

During the war Mr. Banvard pointed 
out to Gen. Fremont how Island No. 10 
could be passed by a canal and certain 
he~ons, and he made charts showing the 
route. His suggestions were afterward 

‘ssfally followed. He wos a pre 

‘writer and was the cuthoroi o's 
nden hundred poems, several hun- 
dred of which have been published in 
magazines here and in Great Britain. 
He also published “A Description of 
the Mississipp4 River,” Pilgrimage to 
the Holy Land,” Amasis; or, The Last 
of the Pharoahs,” The Private Life 
of a King,” and Tradition of the Tem- 
ple.“ 

Two of his dramas have been acted; 
“Amasis,” at the Boston theater in 
1864, and Carrinia, at the Broadway 
theater in 1875. One of his paintings, 
“The Orison,”. was the picture from 
which, the first chromo made in Amer: 
ica was taken. Nearly a quarter of a 
century ago Mr. Banvard established 
his panorama in what was then 
Wood's’ museum on Broadway, which 
afterward became Daly's theater. 
Here his pictures were exhibited, and, 
_ with his lectures, attracted considerable 
| attention. 

Critics have said that Mr. Banvard’s 
pictures were not great in artistic 
merit. They were°remarkable because 
of their magnitude and,the rapidity 
with whieh he made them. When ex- 
hibiting his panorama he. accompanied 
the pictures with a descriptive lecture, 
which often was a feature of his enter- 
tainme nts. 


Chinese in California. 

Notwithstanding the Chinese ex- 
clusion act, the Chinese population of 
California at this time numbers 71,681, 
showing that there has been a very 
slight decrease within the past ten 
years. Many of the Chinese residents 
of thé state have returned to their 
native country within these years, and 
many have left California for other 
states. There has been no increase of

birth of children, as but very few 
Chinese women have ever been brought 
to this country. There need be no 
doubt, says the New York Sun, that 
Chinamen reach California from British 
Columbia, to which they take passage 
from Hong Kong. The federal govern- 
ment is trying to put a stop to this mi- 
gration, which goes on in violation of 
the exclusion act, and it is reported 
that a letter on the subject was recent- 
ly sent to the British Canadian customs 
department, which replied that it had 
no power to interfere with the move- 
ments of Chinamen who arrive in 
Canada and pay the poll tax. It is only 
by the vigorous enforcement of the ex- 
clusion act along the whole line of the 
Caniadian border that the influx of 
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Chinemen to this country can be pre- 
veuted.
